AS SKIPPER RUUD OUT 


COUNTY ‘SUPER TREE’SET 
TO RE-GROW WOODLANDS 


CUTTINGS TAKEN FROM ELM WHICH HAS AVOIDED KILLER DISEASE 


A ‘super tree’ from Northamp¬ 
tonshire, which has avoided 
catching Dutch elm disease 
for 40 years, has been chosen 
to help re-populate Britain’s 
woodlands. 

The large elm tree, which is in 
south Northamptonshire, has 
managed to avoid catching the 
killer disease since it swept 
across Britain in the 1970s. 

Scientists are baffled why 
the tree has apparently been 
immune to the disease, but 
they have decided to take cut¬ 
tings from it and distribute 
them across the country. 

David Shreeve, from The 
Conservation Foundation, 
said: “We want to find out why 
some trees survived Dutch 
elm disease. 

“So many have disappeared 
over recent years that we can 
only hope to replace some. 

“But rather than just give 
up and forget the elm, we 
think it’s worth a try.” 

Saplings propagated 


from the Northampton¬ 
shire elm are being dis¬ 
tributed to schools and 
community groups across the 
country. 

The project is part of The 
Great British Elm Experiment, 
a nationwide scheme run by 
The Conservation Founda¬ 
tion to unlock the mystery of 
why some elm trees survived 
Dutch elm disease. 

Schools in Northampton, 
Corby, Peterborough and 
Rugby are already taking part, 
having received their elm sap¬ 
lings. 

The health of the saplings 
is now being monitored close¬ 
ly by schools, groups and indi¬ 
viduals. 

More than a thousand sap¬ 
lings, including ones taken 
from other rare trees which 
have avoided Dutch elm dis¬ 
ease, have so far been distrib¬ 
uted.

Town in top ten for 
violent game sales 



‘Pop-up store' Game is 
reopened for Christmas 


■ A branch of the computer store, 
Game, has been re-opened in Ab- 
ington Street as a “pop-up shop” in 
the run-up to Christmas. 

■ The Northampton shop closed in 
March, however, it re-opened last 
Friday and will remain open until 
Christmas. 

■ Staff in the store said they were 
unsure what the plans were after 


the festive season. 

■ There is also a Game outlet in 
the Drapery, which used to trade 
under the name, Gamestation. 

■ Sophie Bond, assistant manager 
in the Abington Street shop, said: 
“We opened on Friday. 

■ “At the minute we are a pop-up 
store for Christmas, that is as far 
as we know.” 


Gamers in Northampton are 
among the nation’s biggest 
buyers of violent video games, 
a national survey has found. 

An independent study of 
online shopping habits over 
the last 12 months compared 
the number of violent 
computer gamer bought in 
44 towns and cities across 
the UK. 

It found that sales ofviolent 
titles, including ‘18-rated’ 
Grand Theft Auto, Call of 
Duty and Mortal Komhat, in 
Northampton were the ninth 
highest in the UK. 

The city which had 
the biggest sale of violent 
video games in proportion 
to its population size was 
Birmingham, followed by 
Newcastle. 

Violent games have 
previously courted 
controversy, with 
campaigners claiming they 
prompt violence amongyoung 


teenagers. 

Shops in Northampton 
town centre confirmed violent 
games were among the most 
popular on the high street. 

Dan Arias, supervisor in 
CEX, in The Drapery, which 
buys and sells second-hand 
games, said violent titles were 
definitely the best sellers in 
the shop. 

He said: “They are the most 
popular games, definitely. 

“It goes in stages and other 
types of games sell well. FIFA, 
the football game, always sells 
well. I think the violent ones 
sell better.” 

Among the biggest-selling 
games this year are Grand 
Theft Auto V, a game about a 
criminal underworld, and Call 
of Duty: Ghosts, a realistic war 
game. 

Mr Arias added: “Pretty 
much all the games now have 
some element of violence in 
them, but the ones with more 
sell better.”

Plans for hundreds of 


Plans which show how the 
University of Northampton’s 
Park Campus would look as a 
large housing estate will go on 
public display next week. 

The town’s university is 
planning to relocate to a new 
£330 million campus in the 
town centre offBedford Road, 
which is part of the Waterside 
Enterprise Zone. 

An outline planning 
application has been 
submitted and the university 
plans to leave its current site 
off Boughton Green Road in 
2018. 

Members of the public will 
be able to see the plans, which 
would involve hundreds 
of new semi-detached and 
detached houses being built 
on the site of Park Campus, 
when they are displayed at the 
university next Wednesday 
and Thursday. 

Professor Nick Petford, 
vice-chancellor of the 
University of Northampton, 
said: “The proposed 
Waterside campus is a hugely 
exciting development for the 
university. 

“If the development 
progresses as we hope, we 
will move out of Park Campus 
in 2018. This provides an 


opportunity to redevelop Park 
campus and offer alternative 
use for the local area. 

“We hope our neighbours 
at Park and other interested 
people will join us at these 
events to help shape our 
plans.” 

Northampton Borough 
Councillor Mary Markham 
(Con, Obelisk), cabinet 
member for housing, said she 
welcomed the plans for new 
housing in the town. 

Councillor Markham 
said: “As cabinet member for 
housing I recognise the need 
for housing and especially 
affordable homes. 

“My main concern at 


adding so much housing 
would be that there would 
need to be some adjustment 
in the infrastructure. 

“With the university 
and Nationwide leaving the 
area there should be some 
alleviation of the traffic 
problems but they might need 
to look at a redesign of the road 
system through the area.” 

The public consultation 
events will be held at The 
Pavilion, Park Campus, The 
University of Northampton, 
Boughton Green Road, 
Northampton, on Wednesday, 
November 13, from 12pm to 
8pm and Thursday, November 
14, from 4pm to 7pm. 


Uni hopes to move intoa 
new campus by 2018 


■ The University of Northampton 
is planning to move out of its 
current sites in St George’s Avenue 
and Boughton Green Road to a 55- 
acre site in Nunn Mills Road, within 
the Waterside Enterprise Zone. 

■ It is hoped ground work could 
start next year, with the campus 
opening in autumn 2018. 

■ Professor Nick Petford, vice- 


chancellor of the university, said he 
was confident the money to pay for 
the new campus would be raised 
from the private sector. 

■ Last month it was announced 
that the scheme is in line to be 
guaranteed financially by the 
Government, meaning private 
lenders could be confident their 
money would be safe.

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Large industrial area 
a worry for villagers 



People in villages near North¬ 
ampton have expressed fears 
a large industrial estate could 
be built on greenfield land 
around junction 16 of the Ml. 

Hampton Brook Estates Ltd, 
a property developer based 
in Northampton, is hoping to 
convert land near the villages 
of Harpole, Kislingbury, Bug- 
brooke and Upper Heyford 
into a commercial warehous¬ 
ing area. 

No planning application 
has yet been made as the Plan¬ 
ning Inspector is due to de¬ 
cide next spring which areas 
around Northampton are like¬ 
ly to be designated for housing 
or employment use. 

But Ali Nanji, a resident of 
Harpole, said he was worried 
about the potential extra traf¬ 
fic and pollution in the rural 
area if the j unction 16 site was 
allowed to be turned into an 
industrial estate which would 
be known as Midway Park. 

He said: “I came to live in 
a village from London seven 
years ago as I wanted a differ¬ 
ent way of life. I’m concerned 


that if the land becomes an 
industrial estate it will be the 
same as living in a city.” 

Mr Ali said he did not un¬ 
derstand the need for anoth¬ 
er industrial estate less than 
five kilometres away from 
Pineham. 

However, a report on the is¬ 
sue published in 2011 by John 
Burbage, owner of Burbage 
Realty industrial property 
consultants, said there was 
a “high level of demand” for 
such new industrial units in 


the Northampton area. 

Mr Burbage’s report 
said: “The current supply 
of opportunities for units of 
75,000 square foot or more 
in Northampton is already 
demonstrating a significant 
imbalance between supply 
and potential market require¬ 
ments when contrasted with 
the ability to meet demand 
that has been evident during 
the past decade and indeed 
in previous decades when the 
town has prospered.

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Drop in arrest rate 
across the county 


A drop of 2,500 in the number 
of people arrested is due to the 
increased use of‘community 
resolutions’, Northamptonshire 
Police has said. 

A Freedom of Information 
request by the Chronicle & Echo 
revealed that the number of 
people arrested fell from 17,212 
in 2011 to 14,692 in 2012. A total of 
10,296 people have been arrested 
in 2013 so far. 

Northamptonshire Police 
attributed the increased use of 
community resolutions, which 
do not involve any criminal 
charges, to the drop in the 
number of arrests. 

Supt Sean Bell said: “We 
find community resolutions 
to be really effective where 


appropriate. 

“For example, in certain 
cases of criminal damage or 
anti-social behaviour, with a 
first-time offender we may take 
the route of a voluntary interview 
and a resolution agreed with the 
victim. 

“This is far quicker than the 
court process and therefore often 
better for the victim,” Supt Bell 
added. 

“There is also the element of 
preventing further offending 
through education; the offender 
gains a clearer understanding 
and awareness of the 
effect of their action on the 
victim.” 

Supt Bell said officers had 
also been focussing on repeat 
offenders of serious crime, 


which had led to a reduction in 
the number of arrests. 

The figures showed the 
proportion of people charged 
with an offence had remained 
fairly consistent for the past 
threeyears,asitwas36.7percent 
in 2011,39.5 in 2012 and 38.8 in 
2013. 

However, the number of 
people charged had gone down 
from 6,319 in 2011 to 5,797 in 2012 
and 3,992 in 2013. 

John Weaver, a solicitor for 
Woodford-Robinson, based in 
Northampton, said: “There has 
been a noticeable reduction in 
the number of people appearing 
in court. 

“This must be partly down to 
police using more community 
resolutions.”

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Meal thieves steal 
tonne of rib-eye joints

A farmer has revealed it 
would take more than 180 
cows to replace the one tonne 
of rib-eye joints that were 
stolen from his Northampton¬ 
shire firm at the weekend. 
Thieves stole the haul of beef 
from a processing unit in the 
county at around 7pm on Sat¬ 
urday. 

The padlock to the gates at 
Faraday Fine Foods Ltd was 
removed and the burglars 
broke in through a fire door, 
before loading more than a 
tonne of the joints onto a lor¬ 
ry and then driving away. The 
meat has an estimated value 
of more than £16,000. The rib 
eye was in 2.8kg (6lb) pieces, 
with 1,025kg (2,26olb) taken. 

Owner, David Baker, said: 
“It took them less than 13 min- 
utes to get in and out. They 
knew what they were doing. 
They loaded it onto their lorry 
using one of my fork lifts.” 

Mr Baker said the firm in 
Faraday Close, Daventry, had 
been broken into before, but 
said it was the first time so 
much meat had been stolen. 
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Owner of Faraday Fine Foods Ltd in Daventry, David Baker 


He added: “It is a lot of meat 
and it is a lot of money. 

“We have insurance, but 
when this happens it then hits 
your premiums. 

“I have 11 people who work 
for me and they are good, ded¬ 
icated staff and they feel it is 
taking from them as well as 
me.” 

He added: “We grow and 
feed all our cattle on our 
farms. 


“It would take 180 cattle to 
produce that amount of meat 
and each one takes two years 
to grow. It is a lot of hard work 
and effort.” 

Det Con David Bastuba, 
from Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice, said: “We would be inter¬ 
ested to speak with anyone 
who noticed anything unusual 
or suspicious at the time and 
anyone who is offered large 
quantities of cheap beef.”

County’s dormice at risk 



Environmental experts have said 
the loss of ancient woodland in 
Northamptonshire is threaten¬ 
ing the future existence of the 
already endangered dormouse. 

The Woodland Trust said North¬ 
amptonshire had suffered the 
loss or damage of five ancient 
woods in the past 10 years and 
experts from the charity have 
warned that a further n were 
now under threat in the county. 

The conservation charity 
said the loss of such woodland 
meant the already endangered 
dormouse may ‘disappear from 
the countryside’ due to the loss 
of its preferred habitat. 

John Tucker, the director of 
woodland creation at the Wood¬ 
land Trust, said: “If the loss of the 
trees themselves, due to disease, 
wasn’t devastating enough, it’s a 
very sad fact to know that it is 
now adding to the pressure that 
dormice face in their search for 
rich, well-managed native wood¬ 
land. 

“The only way to ensure the 
survival of this much-loved spe¬ 
cies is to create stronger, more 
resilient landscapes by planting 
more native trees and diverse 
woods, bringing back hedgerows 
to create wildlife corridors con¬ 
necting woods in the landscape, 


and better woodland and hedge¬ 
row management. 

“The Woodland Trust is here 
to help anybody who would like 
to help by planting more trees, 
and for landowners who have 
dormice in their areas, we can 
offer extra funding.” 

The common dormouse, is 
easily recognisable by its golden 
coat and large black eyes. 

It prefers to live in rich, well- 
managed native woodland with a 
mix of species for seasonal food. 

The presence of dormice is 
seen as a symbol of woodland 
which is suitable for many other 
species of wildlife. 

The dormouse was once wide¬ 
spread in England and Wales, but 


it is now found mainly in parts 
of southern England, includ¬ 
ing Northamptonshire, parts of 
Wales and a handful of isolated 
northern areas. 

Latest figures showed that 
there were thought to be only 
45,000 dormice now left in Brit¬ 
ain. 

The dormouse is a protected 
species under the Wildlife and 
Countryside Act.

Blow for Cobblers as skipper sufFers new setback

The Cobblers have sustained 
a new injury blow after it has 
been confirmed club captain 
Kelvin Langmead will be out of 
action until the new year. 

Langmead has only made 
one substitute appearance - 
at Cheltenham in the play-off 
semi-final second leg - since 
damaging his knee in the game 
against Oxford at Sixfields in 
March. 

The 28-year-old centre- 
back underwent surgery in 
the summer and has been 
undergoing a lengthy reha¬ 
bilitation at the club’s gym in 
a bid to meet an initially- 
scheduled return date of No¬ 
vember. 

But he has suffered a 
setback and, after visiting 
a specialist, is now not 
expected to be available for 
selection until January at the 
earliest. 

“He’s had a couple of set¬ 
backs but he’s the kind of char¬ 
acter that if you asked him 
to run up and down the Mi 
then he would do it,” said 
manager Aidy Boothroyd, 
who is currently without sev¬ 
en members of his first-team 
squad. 

“He is desperate to get back 


and when you’re that desper¬ 
ate and working that hard, it 
becomes irritating when your 
body doesn’t do what you want 
it to do. 

“We’ve got him on a pro¬ 
gramme and he’s spoken 
to Andy Williams, who is 
the top guy in the country. He’s 
got a plan and he’s sticking to 
it.” 

Langmead’s continued ab¬ 
sence is a direct result of the 
policy the club had last season 
and forcing players into action 

- often before they were ready 

- in a bid to seal automatic pro¬ 
motion. 

Chris Hackett is onlyjust 
starting to rediscover his form 
after suffering with an Achil¬ 
les problem at the end of the 
previous campaign, and Clive 
Platt’s calf injury has taken its 
toll this term. 

“What we did with Kelvin 
was we rushed him back and 
tried to get him back for the 
play-offs - that had a detrimen¬ 
tal effect and we’re paying the 
price for that now,” explained 
Boothroyd. 

“That’s why we’ve got to 
make sure he’s 100 per cent 
right and that when he does 
come back he doesn’t break 
down. 

“The character that he is, 
he’s finding it very frustrating 
at the moment.”
